GERMANS REPORTED RETIRING EVERYWHERE. 


By Associated Press. 


PARIS, Sept. 14, 3:1 6 p.m. — It was officially announced this after- 


noon that the Germans are still retiring everywhere. They are aban- 
doning all the positions which they erected to cover a possible retreat. 


The official statement follows : 
"First — On our left wing' the enemy had prepared, to the north of 


Aisne, between Compiegne and Soissons, a line of defense which it was 
forced to abandon. Some detachments which it had held at Amiens, 
now have retired on Perrone and St. Quentin. 


"Second — On the central the Germans had taKen up a defensive po« 


sition behind Reims, but were unable to hold it. In the Argonne region 
they turned bacK toward the north beyond the forest of Belnoue and 
beyond Traincourt. 


"On the rig'ht wing the retreating movement of the Germans is 


general from Nancy to the Vosg'es. Yesterday evening French terri- 
tory in this vicinity had been completely evacuated."

, Many Has Interesting 


Life History. 


Despite the fact that Adele Novarese, 
well educated, shrewd and apparently de- 
void of the emotional characteristics, con- 
fessed to Assistant Probation 
Officer 
Beatrice A. McCall that she had been 
guilty of aiding her lover to rob five 
of her countrymen, in a 
clever bunco 
game. Miss McCall succeeded in savins 
the prisoner from the penitentiary. 
The report of the probation officer was 
prepared by Miss McCall, and. although 
it set forth in considerable detail the 
criminal career of the Novarese woman, 
the facts were so shaded as to lose much 
of their color. 


It was upon this report that Jud<?e Wil- 
liam S. Wells, sitting, in the criminal de- 
partment of the Superior Court, based 
his determination to admit the -woman 
to probation. 
He placed her under the 
direction of Probation Officer Ruess for 
a period of seven years, with the under- 
standing that she should immediately ac- 
cept employment in a hotel in San Fran- 
cisco, where a position awaited her. 


COMES TO 'AMERICA. 


The story of the Novarese 
woman's 
career from childhood is interesting. She 
is a .native of Rome, where her father 
died when she was tv/o years old.

She lived 
at home until she was eight years, old; 
•p/hen she was sent to ' a normal schoor 
untll she grew to be 16. Then she spent 
a year in the University of Rome, se- 
curing therefrom a diploma to teach com- 
position.

PRESIDENT SEEKING 
TO ASSIST 
COLORADO. 


President Wilson has sought to end the Colorado coal strike 


bv appealing to employers and employes to adopt a tentative basis 
for the adjustment of the difficulty drawn by the commissicn of 
conciliation appointed by Secretary Wilson of the Labor Depart- 
ment. 
This appeal has been sent to the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., 


the Victor-American Fuel Co., the Rocky Mountain Fuel Co. and 
to the officers of the United Mine Workers of America. The basis 
of agreement includes the establishment of a three-year truce, 
subject to the enforcement of the mining and labor laws of the 
state; the return to work of miners who have not been convicted 
of law violations; the prohibition of intimidation of union or non- 
union men; [the publication of a current scale of wages ana rules 
and the appointment of a grievance committee by tne employes. 


There is included also a proposition that where the officers of 


the company or the grievance committee cannot settle differences, 
a commission of three men named by the President sball act as 
arbitrators. 


"Under the agreement the claim for contractural relations 


would be waived, no mine guards would be employed, tne Federal 
troops now on duty in the strike district would be withdrawn, 
picketing, parading, colonizing or mass campaigning by the miners 
would be stopped and the suspension of work pending a decision 
by the commission would be prohibited. The expenses would be 
divided between employers and employes. 


On the face of the plan as reported it looks fair. But whether 


or not it will be so regarded by both sides to the controversy re- 
mains to be seen. The arbitration suggestion is in line with a sim- 
Sar thought expressed by THE TRIBUNE at the time i.he trouble 
broke out. Arbitration is the genuine method pi settling differ-! 
ences, although in the selection of the commission both sides 
should have the right to select a member, and the two a th" d. 
Failing to agree, a third man might be appointed by the President, 
.which, would be an equitable method of choosing and one to which 
neither side could offer substantial objections.

HYMN. 


Today is the one hundredth anniversary of "The Star-Spangled 


Banner," the famous song written by Francis Scott Key off Fort 
McHenry, in Baltimore harbor, September 14, 1814. *0ne hun- 
dred years ago yesterday Key, accompanied by John S. Skinner, 
left Baltimore on the ship liinden, under a flag of truce for the 
purpose of effecting t>e release of his friend Dr. TTiiiiam Beanes, 
who had been captured and was being held a prisoner on one of 
the ships cf the British fleet under Admiral Cockbum. The 
doctor was released, but the admiral detained the three men, 
fearing they would convey information of the pending attack! 
They were compelled to witness the bombardment of Fort Me" 
Henry, which Cockburn boasted he would capture in a few hours. 


When daylight broke next morning Key, inspired by the sight 


of the flag still floating over the ramparts, wrote on the back of 
an envelope the words of the famous song that has made him 
immortal.

The Pacific Religious Liberty Association of Glendale 5s~cir- 


culating literature against the initiative act in the No\ ember 
election ballot, Tvhich has for its purpose the providing; "of one 
day in seven as a day of rest," and arbitrarily fixes the firot day 
of the vreek, or Sunday, as such day. 


The proposed measure forbids the keeping open of any store 


or place of business -vrhere goods or any property is offered for 
sale, or the selling or offering for sale of any property on Sunday, 
and forbids labor for profit on that day in any mine, mill factory, 
bakesbip, •workship, studio or other similar place, providing pen- 
alties in the shape of fines or imprisonment for violation. 


There are many exemptions, however. Among them are hotels, 


boarding-houses, restaurants, lunch stands, cafes and work inci- 
dental thereto", ice cream parlors, sports, theaters, amusements, 
preparation and sale of Sunday newspapers, the sale and delivery 
of milk or cream and unavoidable work in making cheese cr but- 
ter. Railway and transportation facilities of all sorts are also ex- 
empted, as is mining or irrigating where the flow is not continu- 
ous. 


Another exemption, and one to which exception is taken-by 


the religious society mentioned, is found in the following: 


Provided, further, that the above sub-sections do not ap- 
ply to any person who is a member of a religious society 
which observes some other day than Sunday as its day 
of worship, and who actually keeps his place of business 
or occupation closed and does not work for gain or wages 
on said day of worship. 
It is argued that there are no exemptions for the observer of 


a day of worship other than Sunday; that on such days these per- 
sons must keep their places absolutely closed. Also that while the

persons whose total hours of labor during seven consecutive days 
do not exceed 48, and that this provision is in controversy with 
the proposed eight-hour law which allows but eight hours in any 
one day. 


Aside from the sentimental features, it is urged also that both 


this law and the eight-hour law would damage the agricultural 
interests of the state and finally would open the way for a system 
of espionage upon those who observe some day of rest and wo-ship 
other than Sunday, and that it is an unjust, meddlesome aac' mis- 
chief-making proposition.

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President 


Works Makes Another Volte face. 


Senator Works has come another of those sudden flipflops for 


which he is distinguished. It is hard to keep, track-of his political 
views, his changes of opinion are so frequent, sudden,and swift. 
He 


has recanted his recent interview declaring for Taft, or rather has 
£iven out another trying to blend and harmonize it with another 
declaring for La. Follette. His course on the presidential succession 
ias been as fitful, contradictory and absurd as his course on the 
judicial recall. 


About the time Congress adjourned Senator Works gave an in- 


terview to a paper in Toledo, Ohio, in which he lauded La Follette 
to the skies and lambasted the President.' He expressed the hope 
that La Follette would be nominated and confidently predicted he 
would be, announcing at the same time that he would exert all his 
tremendous powers to place the "Wisconsin man in the presidential 
"hair. 


Shortly after returning to his home in Los Angeles he gave out 


another interview declaring for President Taft. In that interview 
he said La Follette's nomination was an impossibility and that Taft 
was certain to be nominated. He said it was the duty of loyal Re- 
publicans to get behind Taft and help re-elect /him. 


Now Senator Works has relapsed. He has had another turn. 


iWhile not exactly declaring for La Follette he knocks the President 
with all his might, calls him a reactionary and says La Follette would 
be nominated if the people were allowed to .have their'way. Then 
he cap-s the climax by saying it will be the duty of all'Republicans 
to support Taft in case he is nominated. 


"Republicans are now facing the question whether they will 


build up the Republican party or turn against it and destroy it," says 
Senator Works. "President Taft is not a representative of the peo- 
ple. He is a reactionist, but he also is ,a merry man with a most 
plausible manner in explaining away-his. iiistakes.' Taft and La Fol- 
lette are destined to face each other in the next Republican National 
Convention, and if it were left to popular vote today La Follette 
would be nominated, and easily, too. ' If, however, Taft does secure 
a nomination, it will be the duty of all Republicans .to stand by his 
nomination and see that he is re-elected." 


The workings of the Works mind are .incomprehensible. His 


mental machinery goes forward1, backward and sidewise by turns, 
and can never be geared to go for any length in any one direction. 
He is as variable as a weathercock and about as 'influential as a di- 
recting force in politics. The instability of his opinions (makes him 
such an uncertain and treacherous quantity that nobody can rely 
•upon him, nobody can trust to his professions or depend upon his 
support in any given undertaking. He is afflicted with moral epi- 
lepsy and mars his usefulness by being at cross-purposes with him- 
self. It is only natural, however, that he should join the band of 
political dervishes who are trying to nominate La Follette by knock- 
ing and maligning Taft. Apparently this gang is .laying the ground- 
work for a revolt after the National Republican Convention is held, 
well knowing that Taft will be the-nominee.'Their speeches-and 
interviews are intended to furnish the Democrats with political cap- 
ita! in the next campaign. 


Our sympathies are with the Madame Mayor of Hunnewell, Kan- 


.sas, in her fight with a lot of obdurate and bull-headed councilmen. 
'She is a woman and the councilmen are men, and ii they were gen- 
tlemen they -would give in to the lady. Still we do .not see what 
right the Governor of Kansas has to appoint-an agent to compel the 
stupid and obstinate -councilmen to render obedience to the Madame 
Mayor. Does the law of Kansas forbid, a male'official to oppose a 
lady official? 
Mr. Twitchett, the Governor's agent;\says he will 


take drastic action to compel the councilmen to do. what the:Madame 
Mayor wishes them to do. What does he call drastic action,.and 
what is his authority in the premises, anyhow? We would like to 
know more about this new wrinkle in government that the Madame 
Mayor of Hunnewell is showing us. Is it anything more than the 
ancient feminine contention that no gentleman should contradict a 
lady? But is a city councilman in Kansas necessarily a'gentleman? 
The presumption seems rather unwarranted in view of past experi- 
ence. If the Hunnewell councilmen are of the other kind, we are 
6till more strongly on the side of the Madame Mayor. 


Oak/and a Steamship Terminal. 


By circular order addressed to all agents the Hawaiian-American 


Steamship Company has made Long Wharf, Oakland, the chief point 
of lading and discharge for the company's ships. Oakland is thus 
made the real port terminal in San Francisco bay for one of the larg- 
est steamship lines plying' in Pacific waters. 


The steamers of this company ply between Honolulu, San Fran- 


cisco bay and Salina Cruz on the Isthmus of Tehaiintepec in Me'xico> 
which is crossed by a railroad. Other steamers on the Atlantic side 
furnish connections with New York and Europe. The steel for the 
Hotel Oakland was brought from New York by the Hawaiian-Amer- 
ican line. 


The terminal change announced by the circular is another evi- 


dence of the importance Oakland has assumed as a point for inter- 
changing ship and railway freights. It is an acknowledgement of the 
strategic advantages this city possesses as a sea and rail terminal. 


Governor Johnson is a citizen of San Francisco, but he has not, 


thus far, taken any part in the municipal campaign. He professes 
to be devoted to the cause of good government, but he is neglecting 
to tell the public how he stands in the campaign now in progress in 
his own city. He has not stated who he favors for Mayor and has 
offered no suggestion to guide the voters. The citizens of San Fran- 
cisco have looked to Him in vain for some declaration stafing his 
position and explaining his reasons for taking it. Perhaps he does 
not think the question of good government is involved in the San 
Francisco election. 


Progress in Sacramento. 


THE TRIBUNE extends congratulations to Sacramento. That 


city has just taken a long stride toward the position which she is 
destined to occupy. At last the fringe of suburbs encircling her 
have voted to consolidate and become components of the Greater 
Sacramento. This accession will swell the population-of the Capital 
City to a figure about 70,000, and give the city the dignity and im- 
portance !t deserves. 


The consolidation will reduce the cost of administration and in- 


crease the efficiency of municipal 'government. It will enable the 
people of the entire urban district to pool their issues and take united 
action in schemes of civic development. It will enable the people 
served and interested to better regulate and control public service 
agencies and facilities. In :short, it will permit Sacramento to ex- 
pand and grow and utilize her opportunities. 


The city occupies a position of [great strategic importance. It is

The ^consolidation just effected will ;?make Sacramento 
still more attractive as a trading and gathering point, and at the 
same time give freer play to civic progress.

Her advancement should 
make every Californian thrill with pride,.for it is but an evidence 
of the great awakening in the central and northern counties. 


The Race Question in South Africa. 


In the South African federation.the race issue has become a dis- 


turbing and troublesome issue. It has become so acute as to cause 
the dissolution of the confederation to. be debated., In Cape Colony 
the natives are allowed to vote under restrictions which disfranchise 
the great majority o'f therri. But the natives—blacks as they are 
usually called—do not have 'the full rights of^ citizenship and are 
held in a position of political as well as social, inferiority. 


But even this limited grant of rights is denied in the other states 


of the federation. In the Orange Free State and the Transvaal the 
natives have practically no civil rights. ^They cannot vote or' hold 
office or perform any duty pertaining to citizenship. They are denied 
the school advantages afforded the whites: Their position is anal- 
agous to that of the Helots in ancient Sparta. 


The natives resent the idisabilities under which they labor. Those 


of the other States contrast their condition with that of the natives 
resident in Cape Colony, and -they demand the -ballot and the right 
to hold office. 
As -they constitute a large majority of. the 'popula- 


tion, their demands are weighty and significant, almost threatening. 


But there is no sign of concession on the part of the whites, who 


argue that extending the suffrage to the blacks would destroy white 
supremacy and virtually compel the abandonment of South Africa 
as a European colony. They not- only refuse to concede the ballot 
to the natives in the other states, but insist that the blacks in Cape 
Colony be disfranchised. They say the bad example set at the,Cape 
has exerted an evils influence on the blacks, who are demanding the 
ballot m the hope that it will enable them to gain supremacy over 
the whites. 


According to this, the issue is white or black supremacy in South 


Africa; the ballot being the implement by which the? blacks can sub- 
vert the power and control of the whites. Hence the 'demand that 
all natives within the confederatidn be disfranchised land entirely 
eliminated from the functions of government and! citizenship. 


Point is given to this view by the activity of native agitators 


who are preaching the doctrine, "Africa- for trfe Africans," and are 
stirring up their compatriots »to revolt 'against the condition of in- 
feriority imposed upon them by the foreign white, man. The situa- 
tion is' dangerous and perplexing because" the conflict admits of no 
compromise. To give the natives the ballot will be,to give them 
the power to control the government arid it is evident-that they ,y ill 
use this power the moment they get it into their hands.' That is hu- 
man nature. It is what therpeople of any other race.would do, and 
it would be but the assertion of a natural right. 


However, the logic of the situation is even'more stern in its les- 


son to~the whjte man. If h'e would remain in South Africa he must 
govern it, and-he cannot govern it unless he denies the natives the 
rights of citizenship. So the race question in Africa is even more 
sinister than it is in the United States.

462 lost legs, arms' or' hands and" 162'4 
lost one or more. fingers. , The. grand to- 
tal for the nine years shows that'thlrty- 
fievcn regiments of American men,, wom- 
tn and children have been mutilated for 
life and that nearly two regiments have 
been killed.

Day. . Horrifying as the facts are,

In tho evening again arrested, him. Al- 
though 
officers 
suspected 
Johnson ot 
'knowing something about the crime they 
could not fasten guilt; on hird. 
On the 
strength 'of suspicion he was taken Into 
court yesterday. He pleaded not guilts' 
and was placed under a $10,000 bond, the 
preliminary examination being set for 
September. 25. 
The prisoner was then taken back- to 
his cell, hurrying in a frightened 'man- 
ner ahead of the of fleers. 
Toward evening a deputy was 
called 
by Johnson, who said he wished to make 
a confession. Tho county prosecutor, the 
chief of police and other officials gathered 
at the .courthouse, and in a.few; minutes 
the prisoner was before Judge Donovan-. 
Johnson then confessed the brutal crime. 
Johnson related how ho had 
taken 
tho child from her bed in

slept beside an older sister. 
He raised- 
tho sash, ho saia, and dragged the little 
;lrl through the window without awaken- 
ing- tho-slstsr. Ho. took her to tha'rall^ 
rood bridge and threw her into the lake.

into the water, but Johnson said he did

The suspension

gold is the result of a law enacted by _ 
the sixty-first congress' that permits:! 
the secretary of the treasury to Issue' 
go!cl certificates- against deposits of 


J'gold bullion Instead of requiring the 


secretary to have the gold coined and 
then issue certificates against the coin. 
By this means the -work In all the 
mints of the country 
has 
been re- 


duced materially and the force of em-, 
ployes cut down.

dents' Co-operative Society,' for tha year 
1910-11 amounted to 574,404.01, an increase 
of 57427.71 over, the preceding year, comr 
plaints are being- made by students, 
through the "Free Press Column" of the 
Dally Californian, the college newspaper, 
that they are paying for toe prosperity 
of the society, which operates a book ana 
stationery store in the basement of North 
Hall. . 
There Is a. repetition of the charges of 
"fleecing," which resulted last yaar in an 
Investigation by a committee appointed by 
the president of Ihe Associated Stxidents. 
The probing resulted in a report showing 
that most of the complaints were unjusti- 
fied, according to a statement ,^by -Editor 
Edwin M. Einstein In yesterday's Call- 
fornian.

In' today's Issue of the paper C. II. Nel- 
son, a junior student, writes: 
"The wonder to me is that we have 
put: up with the cOToperatlva store .so 
long;. more, wonder, even, that the uni- 
versity authorities countenance it." 
Nelson charges that tha prices for books 
at the ccilless store are higher than those 
at regular' shops. 
Manager J. B. Davis, of the co-operative 
store, denies ths latter accusation;. and 
declares that if there Is a Tdiffaronce ia 
prices, other stores are '.'cutting."

No- 
body Is'getting an. unreasonable share of 
profits. 
The only" distribution of money 
to members Has been in the shape of re- 
bates, usually ten per cent of the total 
amount of their purchases, during tha 
year. The average disbursement in re- 
bates for the past year ia about S350 an- 
nually, or an average' of about one dollar 
to each person." 
Earl Harriett, a senior, declares that the 
society has a practical monopoly in sup- 
plying books, and other equipment to the 
students, and urges that tha Associated 
Students manage tha store. 
"Is this so-calleii students' co-operative 
societv co-operative? Is Its policy, con- 
trolled" by the students?" asks Barnett. 
Recommending control by tha Associat- 
ed Students, Barnett adds: "If the Stu- 
dents' Co-operative Society is owned only 
by the annual stockholders who pay their 
one dollar membership.
